CLASSICS HEAD ECONOMIST TO 
TO BE SPEAKER SPEAK ON WAR 


Dr. Michael Heilperin Will Give 
University Lecture 





Subject to Be: ‘Some Econ- 
omic Problems of the 
War’ 





Dr. Michael A. Heilperin, writ- 
er and lecturer on economics and 
politics, will be heard tomorrow 
night at 8.30 in Moyse Hall in a 
University lecture on “Some Eco- 
nomic Problems of the War.” 

A graduate of the University of 
Geneva, Dr. Heilperin received fur- 
ther training through post-gradu- 
ate work in London and at Cam- 
bridge. He was between 1933 and 
1935 a Fellow of the Rockefeller 
Foundation and has been Lecturer 
in Economics at the University of 
Geneva since 1932, Formerly an 
assistant professor of International 
Economics at the Graduate Institute 
of International Studies in Geneva, 
Dr, Heilperin was, during the past 
spring semester al the University 
of California, where he served in 
the capacity of Visiting Lecturer, 
During the summer he was a pro- 
fessor at the Academy of Interna- 
tional Law at The Hague. Before 
coming back to America, Dr, Heil- 
perin acted as adviser to the Inter- 
national Studies Conference in Ber- 
gen, Norway. 

Dr, Heilperin has written sever- 
&] hooks, including "The World 
Crisis,’ 1938, and “International 
Monetary Economics,” 1930,

Capture of Runaway Horse

MeGill’s C.OVT.C, held its 
second tactical exercise of the 
present training which 
took the form of an Outpost 
Scheme, yesterday at Beaver 
Lake on Mount Royal.

see the plans made by the “enemy.”

At five o'clock, the assembly was 
sounded and the men formed up in 
mass formation, for the march back. 

The afternoon walk of some hun- 
dreds of Montrealers was given an 
added interest by the presence of 
the McGill men on the Mountain. 
With a brilliant sun shining on the 
Beaver Lake, where half a dozen 
model boats were being sailed, and 
the horse-back riders on the bridal 
paths, the columns of the Contin- 
gent winding in among the trees, 
and the sound of sharp commands 
ringing out on the cool air present- 
ed a colaurful picture. 


Excitement was added to the af- 
ternoon, by the capture, by mem- 
bers of the Corps, of a runaway 
horse. The horse had thrown its 
rider, a woman, and her riding 
partner was trying to overtake it, 
He was joined in the chase by a 
member of the mounted police force 
that patrols the park.
